AN ACT Relating to revising the state funding fornula for
nonenpl oyee-rel ated costs; and creating new sections.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that over the |ast
twenty-five years various aspects of the state funding forrmulas to
support basic education have been reviewed and revi sed based on study
findi ngs. One aspect that has not undergone such a review is the
allocation for nonenpl oyee-related costs wthin the general
apportionnment program The current nonenpl oyee-rel ated cost allocation
is based on an analysis of district expenditures conducted when the
basi ¢ education act was enacted and has been adjusted only for general
inflation since that tine.

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 2. (1) The legislative evaluation and
accountability programconm ttee shall conduct a study of nonenpl oyee-
rel ated costs based on a review of school district expenditures. The
pur pose of the study is to:

(a) Make recommendations for revising and updating the anount of
the state allocation for nonenployee-related costs in the general
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apportionnent program funding formul a, including the enhanced
al l ocation for vocational prograns, to nore accurately reflect costs of
such itens as textbooks, fuel, utilities, vocational program equi pnent,
conput er technol ogy, and ot her comon educational costs; and

(b) Recommend a division of the nonenpl oyee-rel ated cost allocation
into three conponents, each separately adjusted for inflation as
fol | ows:

(i) An energy conponent, to be annually adjusted by the index for
fuels and utilities from the consuner price index for all wurban
consuners, published by the United States bureau of |abor statistics;

(i1) An instructional materials conponent, to be annually adjusted
by an aggregate index for educational books and supplies and
information technology from the consuner price index for all wurban
consuners, published by the United States bureau of |abor statistics;
and

(iii) A conmponent for all other nonenpl oyee-rel ated costs covered
by the allocation, to be adjusted by the index for all itenms fromthe
consuner price index for all urban consuners, published by the United
States bureau of |abor statistics.

(2) The legislative evaluation and accountability programconmttee
shall recommend the new all ocations for nonenpl oyee-rel ated costs based
on the study findings to the fiscal commttees of the |egislature by
Decenber 1, 2007.
